with him. 

Give the negro his political rights and inaugurate 
this state of things, and in ten years the South will 
become, like the West, the counterpart, with 
healthy differences, of the North-East—the cradle 
and true mould of the Nation.

The Brooklyn Daily Union, in an article on the 
troubles in Maryland, says : 

The result proves the inefficiency of laws exclud¬ 
ing any class from the ballot-box and the worthless¬ 
ness of test oaths when applied to such men as the 
rebels. Excluding laws will inevitably be overrid¬ 
den or evaded in the end. As for oaths, the rebels, 
whose whole career has been a violation of the 
solemn obligations of which oaths are merely the 
sign, care no more for them than did the rattle¬ 
snake to which our soldiers in West Virginia once- 
administered the oath of allegiance. Impartial 
suffrage affords the only sure and permanent means 
of combatting the rebel element in the Southern 
States. We doubt not that onr friends in Mary- 
land are convinced of this to-day, if they never 
were before. Unhappily it may now be too late to 
employ this safeguard in that State. It is not in 
the others, however. Let it be the work of the 
next Congress to secure this in the unreconstructed 
States, and of the loyal Legislatures in the others. 

Colored Suffrage in Michigan.— The decision 
of the Supreme Court of Michigan, that persons 
with less than one-fourth African blood in then- 
veins are “white.men,” within the meani n g of the 
Constitution, enfranchises probably one thousand 
men. Some of the Boards of Registration of 
Detroit city, notwithstanding the decision, posi¬ 
tively refused to permit men of this class to register 
their names, and undoubtedly would have refused 
to receive their votes had they not been threatened 
with arrest. When the election came on, the In¬ 
spectors wisely “hauled in their horns,” and the 
men referred to voted. 

In the country towns equal diffi culties prevailed, 
and in many places the votes of persons with negro 
blood in their veins were positively refused ; and 
the question will probably furnish work for the 
courts, as the colored people are resolved to insist 
upon their rights.

If true statesman¬ 
ship could have managed this crisis, all power ii 
the rebellious territories would have been en 
trusted to loyal hands, black and white, and then 
the Aikens, Munroes, Pollards and Wade Hamp¬ 
tons would have been protected by Civil Rights bills 
and Bureaus from any possible misuse of this ex¬ 
clusive power on the part of our white and black 
allies. But as that opportunity was lost, we must 
protect the Negro for two or three years, 

into his place : and then States may be safely 
formed, and most of the powers formerly conceded 
to State sovereignty may be entrusted to it again. 
The war has taught us that the regulation of citi¬ 
zenship, its civil and political rights, ought always 
to be retained by the Federal government. 

Our claim is that Congress shall rtliolly ignore 
the Military Boards and Committees of pardoned 
rebels which style themselves “States." Let 
Executive sanction induce Congress to recognize 
such usurpations. It is not yet time to authorize 
those territories to form State governments. 

Secondly, whenever any bargain is made and 
wliatever its terms, let it be guaranteed by the 
United States. Let the political equality and 
right of each citizen be secured by the Federal 
Constitution. The South, when she could not 
•Jently rob, has always cheated her victim. The 
Missouri Compromise waa evaded, by smuggling 
into that State two or three counties North of the 
forbidden line, years before it was openly set aside 
by unblushing fraud. So will any arrangements j 
made by States for the negro be evaded or an-' 
nulled.

Four years of war did not regencr^' v a nation 
besotted by two hundred years of slaveholding. 
The surrender on the battle-field was not a surren¬ 
der of the heart- The work of the war was buf 
phase of the long contest against ^slaveiy. It 
broke the physical power of the slaveholders. Now 
comes the battle of political diplomacy. It maybe 
long, as hard a struggle ; it certainly will require 
as much vigilance on the part of the true friends of 
freedom to vanquish and exterminate that spirit of 
evil incarnated in the system of American slavery, 
which had well-nigh ruined onr Republic. 

To those who are carrying on this contest for 
freedom on Southern soil, the sympathy and the 
help of the North should be freely given. Espe¬ 
cially is it the duty of the Abolitionists to urge 
upon all such the wisdom, the absolute necessity, 
of securing the slave’s freedom by giving him the 
ballot, and to warn them against the often-repeated 
folly and sin of striving to secure the safety and 
prosperity of the loyal white men of the South by 
sacrificing, wholly or partially, the blaok man’s 
rights.

Its large houses of worship are fiUed 
to overflowing, and the foundation, just laid, of its new 
Cathedral, shows a confident expectation that mnch 
more space will be needed for its accommodation, and 
that men and money wiU continue freely to flow towards 
The Bomon Catholic Fair recently held in the Music 
Hall, is said to have raised $28,000 for the aid of that 
fiiith. Another fair, immediately afterwards held 
same place by the Berkeley Street Church (Orthodox 
Congregational), has given them a substantial sum 
wherewith to adorn the exterior of their church, built 
not long ago, and at present distinguished for its ugli¬ 
ness. And ah the churches of this denomination, as 
also the Baptist churehes, claim to have been greatly 
enlarged and strengthened by the revival lately con¬ 
ducted by Mr. Earle, the famous “evangelist.”

Boston were assailed, as inexcusable for having taken 
the Eberty to exist, operate and prosper, without 
leave of The church, and without conforming them¬ 
selves to the requisitions of ber clergy. In short, this 
Beverend dignitary seems reaBy to object to education, 
if the Church Catechism do not form a part of ft; to 
charitable institutions, if a robed chaplain be not among 
their officers, and if a book of Common Prayer be not 1 „ 
ready at the hand of each inmate ; and to the toleration hands of'a 
of any meeting-houses and ministers which have not' 
received ordaining or consecrating hands from an Epis¬ 
copal Bishop. 

The growth of sects, the increase of dissenters, and 
the establishment -of conventicles appear, to flourish 
here, notwithstanding his Beverence’s frown. I believe 
the very latest specimen is the “progressive Bible So¬ 
ciety,” which seems, as well as I can judge, to believe 
in Spiritualism, and something more.

Washington, November 19, 1866J 

A notable event has happened since my last-^| 
strong and persistent determination upon the part of 
the comparatively few leaders of the Democratic party 
left, who have a tolerable amount of sagacity and 
brains, to effect a change of front upon national issues 
—a sort of political coup d'etat. The Chicago Times 
the first to inaugurate the movement publicly, aud its I 
example has been followed by the Boston Post, the 
I Albany Argus, and other papers of lesser note. But 
these demonstrations are only outward indications of a 
serious, prolonged and pOwerfuEy-backed effort in pro¬ 
gress here to persuade Mr. Johnson to totaBy revolu¬ 
tionize his policy, and to declare, in his forthcoming 
message, in iavor of “ a general amnesty and impartial 
suffrage.” This pressure is exerted in person by such 
men as Gen. Dix, Thurlow Weed, Kegister elect Hal-| 
pine, and even Fernando Wood, it is said, of your city.l 
as weB as by scores of Democratic politicians from aE 
parts of the country, who have been and are flocking 
to the White Honse with this object in view, 
to look after the official spoils of the victory which they 
didn’t win. It is asserted, on the authority of the 
Washington “ specials,” that Chief-Justice Chase has 
been twice in consultation with the President and 
portion of his Cabinet, with a view to the enunciation 
of such a policy ; and although it has been “ authori¬ 
tatively ” denied, I think the report lias some founda¬ 
tion. Indeed, the Republicac^ of Saturday morning, 
gave the prominence of “double-leaded” type to the 
announcement of such a consultation “upon impor¬ 
tant matters of State concern.” It is farther asserted 
aud believed that several members of the Cabinet^ 
wisely interpreting the lessons of the elections, are 
strenuously in favor of the programme outlined by the 
Democratic newspapers aforesaid. 

But the spirit of prophecy is upon me, and, notwith¬ 
standing the ridiculous faUure of Secretary Seward’ 
manifold predictions is a solemn warning to rash fore- 
teBers of future events, I venture to predict that the 
attempt to influence Mr. Johnson in favor of a policy 
which wiB tend “ to establish justice and promote the 
general welfare, wfll prove a most signal failure. 
Such attempts have been repeatedly made during the 
past year, and have only resulted in a more obstinate, 
mulish and violent demonstration of his purpose to 
persist in his treasonable conspiracy. The gold and 
stock-brokers evidently do not and wfll not believe 
my prediction, for gold is down to 41, and tending 
lower. 

I believe I mentioned in my .previous letter the fact 
of the enormous accumulation of gold in the Treasury. 
And still the precious metal is pouring in, while one of 
our city journals, speaking apparently by authority, 
coolly says : “It is estimated that, at the present rate 
_of accumulation, there wfll be on hand, long before the 
close gf next year, an amount of gold sufficient to ” re¬ 
sume specie payments! I should flunk so. If Con¬ 
gress does not peremptorily order Secretary McCuEoeh 
to seU the great bulk of gold how on hand, and as per¬ 
emptorily forbid any future accumulation of such dan¬ 
gerous amounts, then it deserves to he impeached. 
With two hundred and fifty or three hundred millions 
in gold, Mr. Johnson might, answer Mr. Seward’s pro¬ 
blem of “ President or King ” very profitably and dan¬ 
gerously, if not permanently. Even in the hands of a 
Chase or Fessenden, under Mr. Lincoln, such a power 
would have been dangerous in the extreme ; but 
bands of a creature of the vain-glorious traitor who 
made the 22d of February speech, it would be tanta¬ 
mount to an attempt at revolution.
